BURPEE’S STRINGLESS GREEN POD. 


Very early and hardy. For either market or home garden no other green 
podded bean is so satisfactory. The pods are a rich green, very round and 
straight, five inches long, solidly meaty, tender and brittle. Always entirely 
stringless, even when fully matured. 


GIANT STRINGLESS GREEN POD. 


This new variety should not be confused with Burpee’s Stringless Green 
Pod. It resembles more closely the Valentine, the pods averaging one-third 
larger than the latter variety. About as early as the Early Valentine. The 
plants are of strong growth, the pods are five to six inchesin length, absolutely 
stringless.
